Prince was killed instantly, ac- 


cording to track physician Dr. 
A. A. Monaco. Among Ws Inju- 
ries was a broken back and 
compressed spinal cord.

ny Halford of Spartanburg, S.C., 
escaped injury.

Advanced training is being

Engineering g r a d u a t e s 


usually begin work as train- 
ees or as assistants to ex- 
perienced engineers.
